The Conservation Commission has 


no objection to persona killing game 
lawfully giving a portion of it to 
their friends,-according to Chairman 
W. E. Barber, -but ha maintained 
that.the moment that provision was 
placed in the law it would make 
game a product of commerce and 
within five years would extermin- 
ate all game in the state. 


Mr. Barber appeared before the 


Assembly committee on fish ' and 
game Tuesday afternoon in opposi- 
tion to the Ansorge bill to repeal 
sections 20.48 and 29.49, .relating' to 
the sale of game, and the Zarnke 
bill -which would amend the same 
sections to permit the-sa!e or .giving 
awa'y of portions of a deer lawfully 
killed. 


Assemblyman 
George Ansorye, 


Oconto, maintained that the game 
belongs to all people of the state 
and the law prohibiting a person 
from selling or giving away game 
lawfully killed is 'the most vicious 
law on the statutes. 


"It may be vicious," said Mr. Bar- 


ber, "but it is the only protection 
the game haj, 
If you repeal that 


law the Conservation 
Commission 


would be powerless. We have no 
objection of you or anyone else giv- 
ing away a duck or two or some fish 
or venison, but repeal the law and 
there are hundreds of men in this

BILL PROVIDES 
FREE BOOKS FOR 
GRADE JTOLS 


Central Board of Educa- 


tion May Ask Legisla- 


ture for Action 


The central board of education 


meeting today is considering tecom- 
mending to the legislature two new 
.text book bills. The first bill und?r 
consideration provides that no ap- 
portionment of any state money 
shall, be made to any city, village 
or town, for 
any 
school district 


therein, unless the district furnish- 
es to grades below the high school 
text books without cost to the pu- 
pils^ The second bill provides that 
all text books shall be from an ap- 
proved list for the- city and county. 


That a number of educational bills 


approved by the central board of 
education, many of them aimed to 
curtail the power to the state super- 
intendent of, public instruction, are 
still to be offered according to the 
minutes of 'the central board. 
Ona 


of. these bills provides a standard 
ftrm to be used by the finance com- 
mittee in all state - aid provisions. 
.The form.provides that when reports 
are made by these schools receiving 
'state aid to the ; superintendent or 
vocational board, after approval by 
that officialor board they shall be 
transmitted to .the central board of 
education. 
The proposed bill then 


declares that if it shall appear to 
the state board of education that the 
•school has fully complied with the 
law, then the voucher "for state aid 
-hall be. certified by'the secretary 
of state.

Curtail Cary'g Power 


- These matters of state aid for tlic 
high schools and the country train- 
ing schools and' the free grade 
schools are now approved by the 
state superintendent of public in- 
struction. 
ThiSs bill, would requirr 


the additional approval of the state 
board of education. . 


Another bill proposed by the state 


board -of -education (jives the bodv 
linower to- conduct educational inves- 
tigations. 
This .bill, which will he 


introduced in a few weeks, provides: 
"It shall be the duty of the 


state board of education to keep 
itself informed of improved edu- 
cational practice, to report upon 
educational" experiments being 
tried in this: state or elsewhere, 
. and to conduct edyucational in- 
vestigations in order that there 
may be developed in this state
